BEING diagnosed with terminal 
prostate cancer and being given 
only a few years to live has driven 
Kevin Webber to do things he never 
thought possible. 

In an effort to make the most of 
his short time, the father-of-three 
has twice completed the Marathon 
des Sables - a six-day, 251-kilometre 
ultramarathon across the Sahara 
Desert - as well as the standard 26- 
mile race in Brighton and London. 

Spending time with his family - 
wife Sarah, daughter Hay ley, 19, and 
sons Ben, 17, and Ollie, 12 - has also 
become more valuable to him. 

Most recently the 52-year-old took 
part in 15 marathons in 15 days, 
travelling the length and breadth of 
the country, helping to raise more 
than £250,000 for Prostate Cancer 
UK alongside Gillette Soccer Satur¬ 


day presenter Jeff Stelling. 

Three of these he ran - having 
been forced to take time away from 
the roaming tour March for Men 
due to a family emergency - while 
the rest he walked alongside doz¬ 
ens of other men up and down the 
country. 

Speaking to the Epsom Guardi¬ 
an on day 15 last Friday - a march 
from Durham County Cricket Club 
to Newcastle United Football Club’s 
St James’ Park - the Stoneleigh 
banker said it has been “powerful” 
to meet so many men taking part in 
the trek. 

“It makes you realise how nice 
people are,” Kevin reflected. 

“My kids are more likely to get 
cancer because it’s hereditary 
My connection to the charity is 
obvious, but some people have no 
connection. There’s nothing more 
powerful than other people saving 
your kids’ lives. The kindness of the 
human spirit is there.” 

Kevin first noticed something 


was wrong about two-and-a-half 
years ago when he would go to the 
bathroom several times a night. 

When he went to the doctors 
“four or five weeks later”, he sus¬ 
pected it might have been prostate 
cancer because his father had it, but 
he had “always seen it as a curable 
disease”. So when a doctor told him 
he had “maybe two years” to live 
he was shocked, and Kevin and his 
wife burst into tears. 

“For a while I thought, ‘What’s 
the point?”’ He explained. 

“But terminal illness does a few 
things to you. You can’t dream an¬ 
ymore. You might think, ‘In five 
years I will do this, I will do that. 
You take time for granted. But you 
can’t do that anymore.” 

Kevin admits that the disease can 
be debilitating as he experiences 
muscle and joint ache and nau¬ 
sea, and “feel(s) a bit rubbish most 
days”, but he insists he is having 
more fun now than he ever has. 

His employers, RBS, allow him 


time off to deliver motivational 
presentations about his experiences 
to hundreds of people at a time, he 
has run marathon after marathon, 
and has a 350-mile ultramarathon 
through the Yukon valley in Canada 
pencilled in for next February. 

“I try to make sure I always have 
something planned for each day,” he 
explained. 

“I always try to plan something I 
want to do - or if I don’t want to do, 
I try to see the good in it.” 

Kevin added: “I have done things 
I would never have thought I have 
done in my life. 

“My life might be shorter, but 
how I choose to live it is up to me.” 

Kevin advises men who regularly 
go to the bathroom several times a 
night - or who notice any changes 
in their bodies - to visit a doctor as 
soon as possible.

Proposal to build two-storey food store met with more than 150 written objections 

Supermarket plans for former 
pub site thrown out by council

PLANS for a new Lidl food store 
on the old Organ and Dragon site 
in Ewell were rejected last week. 

Councillors cited the pro¬ 
posed building’s “dominant and 
overbearing” appearance, inade¬ 
quate parking for staff and cus¬ 
tomers, increased queuing and 
congestion on nearby roads, and 
a lack of crossing facilities for 
shoppers walking to the store, 
as reasons for throwing out the 
application. 

The German supermarket 
giant had hoped to build a two- 
and-a-half storey store in Lon¬ 
don Road, Ewell, with a car park 
on the site of the former pub af¬ 
ter it was destroyed in June 2014. 

Lidl had also unveiled plans 
for a new store and 30 apart¬ 
ments for a site on Upper High 
Street, Epsom, in January, and 
in April, the company filed an 
application with Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell borough Council. 

Council officers had recom¬ 
mended councillors refuse plans 
for the old Organ and Dragon 
site at a planning committee 
meeting on Thursday, June 15. 

More than 150 residents and 
neighbouring companies had

objected to the application. 

One objector wrote: “Cars 
queuing to enter the proposed 
site would cause severe disrup¬ 
tion and congestion.” 

Another wrote: “Local school 
children walking to and from 
school would not be safe as they 
would have to cross where the 
Lidl car park would be and the 
increase in traffic would make 
it extremely difficult to cross the 
roads safely.” 

Others criticised the develop¬ 
ment as “unsightly” and “out 


of keeping”, and raised concerns 
about road safety - especially for 
cyclists riding southbound on the 
A24 approaching the crossing of 
the A240. 

Another noted that there are al¬ 
ready several supermarkets - Tes- 
co Express in Reigate Road, Ewell, 
Sainsbury’s Local in Cheam Road, 
Epsom, Co-op in Chessington 
Road, Ewell, and Marks and Spen¬ 
cer’s opposite the London Road 
site - in the vicinity.

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HEALTH IN FOCUS: What the law and the TUC say about workers rights when it’s really hot in the office 

How to stay cool as the mercury soars

IT’S hot, we get it, and every¬ 
one’s asking the same ques¬ 
tion: “How hot does it really 
have to be before we can go 
home?” 

Don’t get excited though, 
because legally there isn’t 
much justification. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive’s guidance has 
previously defined thermal 
comfort in the workplace as: 
“An acceptable zone of ther¬ 
mal comfort roughly between 
13°C (56°F) and 30°C (86°F).” 

The temperature in work¬ 
rooms should normally be at 
least 16°C, or 13°C if the work 
is manual labour, but there is 
no upper limit. 

Although there is no set 
maximum temperature for 
when it is too hot to work, 
the law states that employers 
must provide a “reasonable” 
temperature. 

Workers are advised to tell 
their employer if the work¬ 
place temperature is not com¬ 
fortable. 

HSE guidance also states 
that your employer may 
need to consider carrying 
out a “thermal comfort risk

assessment” if a significant 
number of people complain 
of being too hot. 

Today, the UK Trades Un¬ 
ion Congress is calling for 
employers to temporarily re¬ 
lax their dress codes so staff 
can breeze through the heat¬ 
wave. Employers can still de¬ 
mand their staff to dress in a 
particular way, no matter the 
weather or the temperature, 


as uniform or clothing ex¬ 
pectations are often included 
in a contract of employment 
but the TUC are advising em¬ 
ployers to allow staff to adopt 
less formal attire. 

They also recommend that 
fans be distributed, and staff 
be provided with a ready sup¬ 
ply of cool drinks. 

Where people are working 
outdoors, employers should 


consider reviewing working 
times so that, where possible, 
work is done in the morning 
and afternoon, rather than 
around midday when temper¬ 
atures are highest, they say.

Police step up patrols in aftermath of terrorist attack 

Security stepped up

SURREY Police will step up its 
patrols in Muslim communi¬ 
ties to reassure residents in the 
wake of the terror attack near 
the Finsbury Park Mosque. 

The force condemned the 
attack in the early hours of 
Monday morning (June 19) as 
an “attack on everyone”. 

Officers will be liaising with 
mosques and Islamic centres 
across Surrey and sending pa¬ 
trols to reassure local commu¬ 
nities over the next week as the 
holy month of Ramadan draws 
to a close. 

An elderly man died and 11 
people were injured when a 
white van was driven into a 
crowd of worshippers in Seven 
Sisters Road, Finsbury Park, at 
about 12.20am on Monday 

Surrey and Sussex Po¬ 
lice Deputy Chief Constable 
Bernie O’Reilly said: “The 
victims were from the Muslim 
community, observing Ram¬ 
adan - however, an attack on 
any specific community or 
faith is an attack on everyone 
and we won’t let terrorists win

by dividing us. It is natural that 
there will be heightened con¬ 
cerns at local mosques and in 
surrounding communities. 

“While details emerge about 
what happened through this 
Met Police-led investigation, 
security is being reviewed in 
both Surrey and Sussex Police 
in order for us to keep people 
safe.” 

The victims were gathered 
outside the Muslim Welfare 
House near Finsbury Park to 
break the day’s fast - a pillar 
of Islam, and practised during 
the holy month of Ramadan, 
underpinning the religion’s 
core values, such as prayer and 
giving to charity, and increas¬ 
ing piety 

Eid, celebrated when a new 


moon is sighted on either June 
25 or 26, marks the close of the 
holy month. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
O’Reilly added: “While details 
emerge about what happened 
through this Met Police-led in¬ 
vestigation, security is being 
reviewed in both Surrey and 
Sussex Police in order for us to 
keep people safe. 

“As we approach the end of 
the month of Ramadan and 
the celebration of Eid with 
many Muslims going to lo¬ 
cal mosques, we are liaising 
with local Muslim groups and 
mosques to talk through any 
concerns and will be targeting 
patrols to help reassure local 
communities. 

“Terrorism and extremism 
is not limited to people from 
any particular background, as 
this event reminds us all and 
it is important for the public to 
work with us, and remain vig¬ 
ilant as we tackle the on-going 
terrorist threats from people 
with various motivations. 

“This is a time for us all 
to work closely together and 
unite against those who seek, 
through violence or extrem¬ 
ism, to intimidate or cause 
fear.”

PARENTS are driving their kids the 
equivalent of a trip from London to 
Rome to after-school activities, it has 
been revealed. 

A survey commissioned by sand¬ 
wich brand Subway, involving more 
than 2,000 parents from across the 
south and south east regions, found 
parents were driving their children 
an average of 1,114 miles per year. 

Mums and dads confessed in 
spending up to 30 minutes daily in 
bringing their kids to and from an 
average of five activity clubs every 
week, covering a staggering 22 miles 
in total. 

Nearly one in 10 parents are said 
to drive more than 51 miles per 
week, a whopping 2,652 miles per 


year, to after-school activities alone. 

For some parents, they are will¬ 
ing to - literally - go the extra mile 
or two for their busy and active chil¬ 
dren, as one in 12 said they drive 
more than 30 miles in a single trip. 

It’s tiring work according to the 
committed parents, who around 
70 per cent expressed feeling like a 
“taxi service”, and a third saying 
that they never get a day off as a re¬ 
sult. 

More than half (51 per cent) also 
said that they sometimes miss din¬ 
ner as a result. 

Activities largely involved kids 
largely attending football practices 
at over a third, closely followed by 
performing arts, as well as music, 
singing, and dancing lessons being 
polled at 54 per cent. 

While activities parents perhaps 
got involved with in their own 
childhoods have not disappeared 


entirely - including Brownies, Cubs, 
and Scouts (28 per cent) - less con¬ 
ventional activities such as yoga, 
golf, public speaking classes, and 
cooking lessons have shown rises in 
popularity 

Subway spokesperson Hemina 
Haque said: “These busy, hard-work¬ 
ing and dedicated parents just don’t 
stop when it comes to taking their 
kids to after school activities, and 
it can be tough to make sure that 
everyone has the fuel they need after 
school. We offer parents and kids a 
nutritious, convenient and great val¬ 
ue option with something for every¬ 
one to keep the whole family happy” 

Findings also gathered that over 
70 per cent of parents were happy 
to take other people’s kids to af¬ 
ter-school and weekend activities, 
and more than half (51 per cent) of 
respondents admitting they do so at 
least once per week.

Kitchen fire contained thanks to alarm 


A smoke alarm alerted an elderly 
woman to a kitchen fire in Epsom 
and stopped it spreading. 

The kitchen in Downs Lodge 
Court was destroyed by the fire 
and the walls of the hallway were 
damaged by smoke, a firefighter 
said, but because the crew was 
able to arrive so promptly the 
fire was mostly prevented from 
spreading. 


The woman was treated for 
smoke inhalation, given a pre¬ 
cautionary medical check, and 
rehomed for the evening, a spokes¬ 
man said. 

Having a functional smoke 
alarm saved her and allowed 
crews from Epsom and Banstead 
fire stations to respond to the fire 
quickly after she raised the alarm. 

A crew from Epsom fire station 


travelled 400 metres down the 
road from its Church Street base 
to Downs Lodge Court at about 
10.13pm on Friday, June 15. Four 
firefighters from the two stations 
wore breathing apparatus to pro¬ 
tect them from the smoke as they 
used a hose reel and a jet to put out 
the blaze. 

An investigation into the cause 
of the fire is being carried out.

The borough commander 
claims publishing this story and 
allowing people to express their 
opinions about it could amount to 
offences under the public order 
act and wants the comments 
removed.For the police to seek to 
intimidate publishers to remove 
lawful, honest opinion from their 
readers is disgraceful and a direct 
attack upon free speech. 


They appear to be confusing 
police work with the enforcement 
of political correctness. 

Seeking to control the media 
in this way and either banning 
or controlling what people can 
say would be more at home in 
countries like Russia or Thailand. 

I realise the police have a 
duty to protect individuals and 
communities who feel vulnerable 
in the current climate but an over¬ 
reaction of this kind does more 
harm than good and ultimately 
works against the very democracy 
we must fight to protect. 

The latest terror attack, this time 
in north London, appears to be the 
result of abhorrent Islamophobic 
views. All right-minded people will 
condemn this latest attack and 
wish it hadn’t happened. 

I understand the argument 
about not wanting to give such 


terrorists the publicity they so 
crave but there is no way an 
act like this can go unreported 
or that people should not be 
given every opportunity to 
share their views about it. To 
seek to do otherwise would be 
a massively retrograde step. I 
await the outcome of the police 
investigation into comments 
on our website with interest 
but whatever the result we will 
continue to report the news and 
we will continue to allow people 
the chance to comment.

(Lewis Black). Unfortunately, Bodi's 
passion is music, not protecting the 
village, and when he neglects his 
duties to listen to rock god Angus 
Scattergood (Eddie Izzard) on the ra¬ 
dio, Khampa's patience wears out. 
He buys his son a bus ticket to the 
city and instructs Bodi to chase his 
dream. 

THE MUMMY (15): Director Alex 
Kurtzman's action-packed reboot of 
the classic horror kicks sand in the 
face of the tongue-in-cheek trilogy 
headlining Brendan Fraser and nods 
affectionately to the seminal 1932 
picture starring Boris Karloff. 

Nick Morton (Tom Cruise) under¬ 
takes long-range reconnaissance for 
the US military alongside Sergeant 
Chris Vail (Jake Johnson). The two 
men abuse their position to steal ar¬ 
tefacts for private collectors. A dare¬ 
devil treasure hunt in Iraq - formerly 
Mesopotamia - unearths the tomb 
of long-forgotten Egyptian princess 
Ahmanet (Sofia Boutella), who rises 
after 5,000 years to wreak havoc on 


mankind. 

Kurtzman's picture is suitably dark 
to warrant a 15 certificate - spiders 
and rats abound - and polished ac¬ 
tion trumps gut-wrenching emotion 
throughout. Even with Cruise's bruis¬ 
ing zero-gravity acrobatics, The Mum¬ 
my is not the daddy of this year's sum¬ 
mer blockbusters. 

NORMAN (15): Norman Oppen- 
heimer (Richard Gere), the eager-to- 
please New York consultant at the 
centre of Joseph Cedar's fascinating 
character study, is a social limpet, 
who claims to know most of the mov¬ 
ers and shakers in the city's Jewish 
and business communities. 

He orchestrates a chance encoun¬ 
ter with middle-ranking Israeli poli¬ 
tician Micha Eshel (Lior Ashkenazi). 
A rash decision to buy his target a 
pair of designer shoes reaps rewards 
three years later when Micha is elect¬ 
ed prime minister of Israel. The new 
leader doesn't forget Norman's act 
of generosity and welcomes the Man¬ 
hattan fixer into his inner circle, to the 
chagrin of the Israeli chief of staff, 
Duby (Yehuda Almagor). 

Norman is galvanised by Gere's 
tour-de-force embodiment of a leech, 
who weathers a tsunami of rejection 
and humiliation if it will land him an 
invite to the top table. Much as we 
hate to admit it, Cedar's film reminds 
us that there is a little Norman in us 
all.

Behind every great sports hero is a 
great physiotherapist, waiting just 
out of sight with an ice pack and a 
can of Deep Heat. 

These are the men and wom¬ 
en who dash into shot to banish 
a crippling cramp or a strained 
hamstring. 

But you don’t need to be an elite 
athlete to require the services of a 
physio.

CAR TALK: SERVICING QUERIES 


LIKE VISITING THE dentist 
or getting a doctor's check¬ 
up, a vehicle service is one 
of those things many people 
tend to avoid until they have 
absolutely no choice. 

By ignoring your car's 
service schedule though, 
you're putting yourself at 
risk of vehicle breakdown, 
MOT failure and costly 
repair bills down the line. 

We've got the lowdown 
on why and when a vehicle 
service is necessary. 

What's the point of a 
car service though, 
really? Just like any 
household item or electronic 
equipment you own, your 
car needs to be kept in tip¬ 


top shape in order to run 
properly and reliably. 

Think about it, a car is a 
very sophisticated piece 
of machinery, with a lot of 
moving parts. For many of 
us, it's the most important 
purchase that any of us 
will make apart from our 
house or apartment, and to 
protect that investment we 
have to look after it. 

Can't I just lift up the 
bonnet and take a 
look myself? You should 
absolutely give your vehicle 
regular basic checks at 
home yourself, but a car 
service delves deeper than 
just checking the engine oil 
or replacing wiper blades. 


During this inspection, the 
technician will inspect up 
to 50 items from bumper 
to bumper. Your local car 
service expert is best placed 
to identify, diagnose and 
repair any irregularities that 
may be present. 

There are also essential 
safety features that must 
be checked in detail during 
a vehicle service. Tyres, 
braking and suspension 
components and safety 
restraint systems are just 
some of the things a car 
service expert will typically 
check. 

Will getting my car 
serviced give it a 
longer life? As with any 


long-term investment item, 
the better you look after 
your vehicle, the longer it'll 
last, and a regular servicing 
schedule is a big part of 
that. 

Your local car service 
expert is trained to pick 
up underlying issues that, 
if left unchecked, could 
lead to potential damage 
and costly repairs down the 
line. 

Hang on, how often do 
I need to get my car 
serviced? The general rule 
of thumb is every 10,000 
miles, or every year, though 
this can vary if your car 
has a larger engine or is an 
older vehicle. For an exact 


service schedule, 
you can refer to your 
vehicle's owner manual or 
check the manufacturer's 
website. 

How can I tell if my 
car needs a service? 

The best way to know is to 
rely on the advice of your 
local car service expert who 
knows about your vehicle's 
service schedule. Over 
time, we all come to know 
our cars very well. If you 
notice something different 
like a strange noise or a 
sluggishness, that could 
be the car's way of telling 
you it's time for a check-up 
from your local car service 
expert. 


Once I do get my car 
serviced, what's one 
big thing I should 
keep an eye on to 
make sure everything 
stays running 
smoothly? 

There's a whole list of 
regular checks you can give 
your vehicle at home, but 
top of any list is a vehicle's 
tyres. 

The legal tread depth limit 
is 1.6 mm, but in general, 
tyres should be replaced 
when tread depth is less 
than 3mm. Apart from 
the obvious safety issues, 
underinflated or worn 
tyres also increase fuel 
consumption and carbon 
dioxide emissions.
